FRANCIS, 

A NCTENT poets and philofophers, tell us 
of a golden age, which was paft and gone, long be- 
fore they came into the world.—People of the pre- 
fent generation, fuppofe the age in whic h their fath- 
ers lived, much better than their own; and look 
with gloomy apprehenfion to the future. But if 
men had really grown worfe, as fait as poets an: J 
philofophers prec aided, long ere now, the inhabi- 
teats. of the world had been furies and devils. 

I thall not pretend to account for the fears and 
apprehenfions which have prevailed in all ages, bnt 
defire to be thankful that at fo great a diftance 
from the time when Horace wrote, the world ap- 
pears to be qui ite as good, to f. ay the leaft, as it was 
then: Yea, in many refpects it is much better. 
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So far therefore from adopting the gloomy ideas 
of the heathen, 1 am determined to indulge the 
pleating hope, that the world will ftill improve, and 
that fuccéeding generations, inftead of growing 
more vicious than their fathers, will really become 
more wife and virtuous. 

Such ideas are not only more pleafing than the 
ideas of the heathen poets, but they are fupported 
by Divine Revelation.—The prophets among the 
heathen (if we may call the poets by that name) 
ipake of the generations of men as growing worfe 
and worfe : The prophets of the moit High fpake 
a different danguage :—They foretold the coming 
of a mighty Prince, whofe kingdom fhould be uni- 
verfal: They foretold the progrefs of this kingdom 
from {mall beginnings to a ftate of perfection. « OF 
the increafe of the government” of that prince, 
«and of his peace” Ifaiah declared, “there fhall be 
no end.” . 

The idea that the generations of men, are grow- 
ing worfe and worfe is heathenifh : Infidels may 
receive it if they pleafe ; but it can never be admit- 
ted by thofe who believe the Bible.—Such an idea 
is inconfiltent with the wifdom and goodnefs of 
Gop: It is contrary to his revelation. 

Particular crimes may, and have prevailed at par- 
ticular times —The pailions of men difcover them- 
felves in feafons of public commotion and war : But 
when thofe commotions are over, the children of 
men return to the ftudy of thofe things which tend 
to the general good. 

The man who reads hiftory with a candid mind 
will be obliged to fay, the worid at the prefent day, 
is a better place to live in, than it was in the time 
of the Jewith Republic, or in the moft profperous 
days of the Greeks and Romans. 

Vices of the moft enormous kinds were practif- 
ed in old times, by nations celebratedfor knowledge 
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and politenefs ; vices which we could not mention 
without blufhing.—The gofpel has certainly pro- 
duced an aftonithing change in the morals of many 
nations now on earth; and I verily believe it will 
be productive of ftill greater changes, until righte- 
oufnefs fhall prevail, and the kingdom of the Mef- 
fiah fhall be eftablifhed in all parts of the Earth.

THEODORE, KING OF CORSICA. 








MESSRS EDITORS. 


I AM extremely happy if being able to grant 
a requeft of yours, that fome correfpondent woul 
furnifh an Hiftory of the fingularly famous Theo- 
dore of Corfica. The following is as accurate as I 
poilibly could obtain ; it is taken chiefly from Bof- 
well’s account of that Ifland: 
HORATIO. | 








DURING the war between Spain and Corfi- 
ca, all eyes were fixed upon Theodore, Baron New- 
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hoff in the county of La Marc in Weftphalia. This 
extraordinary man received his education in the 
French fervice, and afterwards went to Spain, where 
the duke of Riperda and cardinal Alberoni paid 
him feveral flattering marks of attention ; but his 
unfettled, volatile difpofition led him to quit Spain, 
and to travel into England, Holland, and Italy in 
fearch of fome new adventure. 

He at lait fixed his attention on Corfica, and 
formed the plan of making himfelf fovercign of that 
Tfand. His abilities and addrefs promited him the 
greateft fuccefs; and having informed himfelf of 
every thing relating to Corfica, he went direcUy to 
Tunis, where he endeavoured to procure money 
and arms to aifift his enterprize. From this place 
he went to Leghorn, from whence he wrote to the 
two Corfican Chiefs, Giafferi and Paoli offering con- 
fiderable affiftance to the nation if they would e- 
leét him fovereign. ‘This letter was configned to 
the count Dominico Rivalora, who then acted as 
Corfican Plenipotentiary in Tufcany ; and he gave 
for anfwer, that if Theodore brought the afiftance 
he promifed to Corfica, they would very willingly 
make him king. Upon this he immediately fet 
fail for Taragna in the {pring of the year 1736, and 
from the plauiibility of his offers and many fimilar 
circumitances, he was proclaimed king before count 
Rivalora’s difpatches arrived to inform them of the 
terms upon which he had agreed. He brought 
with him a large quantity of arms, ammunition, and 
about 1000 zechins of Tunis, which influenced the 
Corficans to accept gladly of zat affiftance. The- 
odore inftantly affur ned eve ry mark of royal dignity. 
He hada ¢ guard round his box iy ; he conferred of- 
fices upon “all thofe who pleafed him by eo for- 
titude, and that no part of his  gbvak:, ve fhould 
remain ufeleisto him, he immediately coined filver 
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and copper. The filver are few in number, but 
are regarded greatly by all virtuofo’s ; the copper 
are more common and confequently are of lefs va- 
lue to antiquarians. 

The Gencefe were not a little confounded with 
this unexpected adventurer. ‘They publifhed a man- 
ifeito again{t him, filled with abuie and contempt, 
though at the fame time it evidently thewed their 
fears and anxiety; to this he returned a {pirited an- 
fwer, but perceiving his people too cool in their af- 
fections, after an eight months vifit, he affembled 
the chivfs, and declared he would no longer keep 
them in uncertainty, being determined to feek in 
perfon the fupport he had fo long expected. He 
fettled the adminiftration during his abfence, recom- 
mended unity in the ftronge{t terms, and left the 
Ifland with reciprocal aflurances of fidelity and et- 
teem. From hence he failed to Holland, and being 
fupplied with warlike ftores by the Jews, under the 
charge of a fupercargo, on his return in 1739 he 
killed the fupercargo, that he might not be troubled 
with anfwering for the ftores ; but although he land- 
ed the ammunition, he was afraid to enter, as the 
French were then powerful, and the Genoele had 
fat a high price on his head. He again departed 
tor England hoping to find fafety in that land of li- 
berty and happinets ; but his fituation was as bad 
as ever, for before his death he was a prifoner for 
debt at the king’s bench. He died 1756, and was 
buried at St. Anne’s church, Weftminiter. 

On his Tomb are written the following Lines. 


The grave, great teacher, to a level brings, 
Heroes and beggars, galley flaves and Kings, 
But ‘Theodore, this moral learn’d ere dead, 
Fete pour’d his leffon on his living head, 
Beitow d a kingdom, and denied him bread. 


He is efteemed by fome, what Wat Tyler wes in 
the reign of Richard II. but he certainly fhews to

iftantiy with Marcon. My brother'is going to fend to 
Montefs, to inform Hamet-Mulcy Zegri of our misfor- 
tunes. Return inftantly, if thou lovest th $  Azipa.s 


Saydan haftened to ob ev h is beavteous mifirefS. He 
rej aired to Don Lew, who , actuated by the extraordi- 
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nary efteem which he entertained for his captive, had 
determined to take no money for his raniom. The 
profeffion of a merchant too was beneath the dignity of a 
noble Spaniard ; and it was more c confonar it to his exalt- 
ed fentiments to require the liberty of a certain number 
of Chriitians in proportion to the rank of Saydan. He 
was thinking of this propofal, when Saydan came to 
prefent the letters, with money for his rantom. But 
how great was the anxiety of the African, on obierving 
a fudden emotion in the countenance of Don Lewis | 
‘Who art thou’ demandéd he, § What is thy name ?’— 
‘My name,’ anfwered the flave, ‘ is too illuftrious to be 
concealed. It is Saydan Zeyri? —‘ What! faid Don 
Lewis, art thou a Zegri ?
